PENOLOGY SYSTEM TO BE PROBED 


For New York Prison Riots

Albany, N. Y., July 30.—(#)— 
Against the smoldering background of 
last Sunday’s savage rioting at Au- 
burn prison today stood Governor 
Roosevelt’s questioning of the state's 
whole system of penology and the de-- 
laration of other officials that such 
outbreaks “were to be expected,” 
because of the prevailing overcrowd- 
ed condition of the penal institutions.

their open mutiny. Under the Baumes 
law a violator automatically is sen- 
tenced to life imprisonement upon con- 
viction of his fourth felony.

INTERVIEW GIVES VIEWS ON MATTER 


On Question of Precedence 


Philadelphia, July 30.—(47)—Mrs. 
Dolly Curtis Gann, sister of Vice 
President Curtis, in an interview ap- 
pearing in the August issue of the 
Ladies’ Home Journal, talks frankly 
on the question of precedence which 
has been agitating the official and so- 
cial sides of the national capital for 
some time. 

Mrs. Gann ‘says the vice president 
is entertained at official affairs as 
‘a symbol of the United States,” and 
any precedence he may expect, ask 
for or demand is not asked for as an 
individual but in the name of every 
true American who wishes _ respect 
shown to a symbol of his government. 

Explaining that a very generous 
fraction of the vice president’s duties 
and responsibility are purely social, 
Mrs. Gann asks two questions—who 
is to attend to all the social part, and 
who attends to the social side of things 
in your home? 

Woman’s Duties. 

“Any woman knows,” she _ says, 
“what portion of the social duty in a 
family falls upon the man, and how 
much more upon the woman of the 
household, his wife, or sisters, or 
daughters, whoever must play the 
part of his official hostess, that the 
real burden falls. 

“The planning, the adjusting, the 
arranging, the seeing to it that so-and- 
so is not hurt, that another social 
function is arranged for at a future 


government of the United States, 


daté—all this is a woman’s natural 
work, and in this work she always 
has to be the right hand, dexterous 
in a good, warm, social hand-clasp. 

“Unfortunately, brother has no wife, 
but at the same time it is very neces- 
sary that he be accompanied to these 
functions by some woman of his im- 
mediate household who is in the posi- 
tion to return many courtesies. 


Vice President As a Symbol. 


“At these official affairs he is be- 
ing entertained as a symbol of the 
its 
power and its prestige, as a symbol 
of that government he will most nat- 
urally see to it that both he and his 
official hostess, no matter how hum- 
ble they may personally be, are ac- 
corded every respect that the symbol 
of our government- should receive from 
all righft-minded people. 

“Any precedence which he may ex- 
pect, ask for. or demand is not asked 
for as an individual, but in the name 
of every true American citizen who 
wishes due respect shown as a symbol 
of his government. 

“Tt is not to bunting as bunting 
but to the flag as the flag that hats 
are always taken off. To any patriot 
this will seem mere common sense. 
He believes that to do less, would be 
in just so much to fall short in his 
sworn duty to defend and uphold the 
constitution of the United States.”

IMMUNITY NOT EASILY 
GAINED %R LOST. 


Suppose one were compelled to sub- 
mit to a bite by a venomous snake or 
volunteered to do so fc: scientific ob- 
servation. If one could first receive 
a dose of antivenin (snakebite serum) 


or if one could have this antidote in- | 
jected immediately after the bite, no 
serious consequence would be ob- 
served, probably. Of course it is con- 
ceivable that the snake might inject | 
an exceptionally large dose of virulent | 
venom and the dose of serum might 
be too small to neutralize it, and in 
that case the snakebite would un-| 
doubtedly cause serious results and | 
perhaps even death. 

Suppose «ne develops a suspicious | 
sore throat at a time when there is 
diphtheria in the community. If one 
receives a prophylactic injection of 
antitoxin immediately, while the doc- 
to is awaiting the bacteriological test 
of the culture, the diphtheria, if: such 
it proves to be, will likely be a very 
mild indisposition. Of course if 1s 
conceivable that one may have been 
exposed to an exceptionally virulent 
strain of infection and the dose ol 
antitoxin administered as a prophy- 
lactic might be too small to neutral- 
ize the overwhelming quantity of 
diphtheria poison or toxin, and in that 
case one would suffer a seridus jill- 
ness and possibly death from the diph- 
theria.

Editor Constitution: The needs of 
the state geological survey as outlined 
before the house appropriation com- 
mittee were discussed under two dis- 
tinct heads: (1) an increase in appro- 
priation for the regular maintenance 
of the survey and (2) an appropria- 


ition for co-operating with the United 
| States geological survey in topograph- 
ic map work and in water resource in- 


vestigation. 
Increase for Maintenance. 

Under the first head it was brought 
ouc that the present annual appropri- 
ation ($15,000) for the maintenance 
of tha state geological survey is the 
same as it was prior to the close of 
the World War. This meager appro- 
priation, it was shown, is entirely 
‘inadequate to enable the survey to 
properly function and carry out the 
provisions of the bill establishing the 
department. This bill provides that 
two assistant geologists shall be em- 
ployed. For the past four years, how- 
ever, it has been impossible on ac- 
count of the lack of funds to employ 
more than one. Stream gaging, an 
important work formerly carried vn 
by the survey, had to be abandorted 
because the present appropriation can- 
not be made to cover the necessary ex- 
pense, , 

It is also frequently impossible, 
moreover, for lack of funds to print 


onee,* whether the 
is sufficent in the cireum- 
stances or not.

As a concrete example of the im- 
portant work that is being done by 
ithe survey in developing the mineral 
resources of the state the recent rea- 
port on the sedimentary kaolin depos- 
its of the coastal plain of Georgia 
prepared by Richard W. Smith, as- 
sistant state geologist, was cited, cop- 
ies of which had previously been sup- 
plied each individual member of leg- 
islature. 

The report here referred to brings 
out the faet that the white sediment- 
ary kaolins of the coastal plain of 
Georgia are probably the most exten- 
sive deposits of this class of clays 
in the world. It states that in 1927, 
Géorgia produced about 200,000 tons 
of kaolin, or. clays, or 42.5 per cent 
of all pottery and paper clays in the 
United States. The value of Geor- 
gia’s output in 1927 was placed at

; Value of Topographic Maps. 

_ Under the second head, the necos- 
sity of topographic map work and wa- 
te. resouree investigation in ¢co-opera- 
tion with the United States geological 
survey, it was stated that all the tope- 
sraphic map work in the state has 
been done by the United States sur- 
vey without any expense whatever to 
Georgia. However, this policy has 
recently been changed so that topo- 
sraphic mays at present are made in 
those states only which pay 50 per 
cent of the cost of the maps. ‘This 
means that topographic mapping in 
the state is at an end unless the leg- 
islature sees fit to provide means to 
have the work continued. 

Whatever sum the state provides 
for this work, the federal government 
will duplicate. For instance, if Geor- 
gla appropriates $30,000 annually the 
United States survey will match this 
sum so that the state will have the 
benefit of $60,000 annually to earry 
o. this very important and valuable 
work. 

One of the outstanding handicaps ia: 
the way of material development in 
the state today is the lack of reliable 
up-to-date topographic maps such 4s 
are now being made by the topogra ph- 
ic division of the United States geo- 
logical survey. More than a seore of 
undertakings having for their object 


the development of the state are move 


| 


or less dependent on topographic ma ps. 
Among these are mineral resource de- 
velopment, soil mapping, highway 
construction, water power develop- 
nent, drainage work, railway building, 
forestry work, city planning and wa- 
fer supply, automobile traveling and 
school uses. 

in mineral resource development 
topographic maps probably reach 
their highest value. The topographic 
lap forms the base map on which the 
geologist lays down the various geo- 
logic formations and traces out the 
distrbution of the commercial minerals 
and rocks. Without such a map it is 
impossible for him. to work out any 
satisfactory report on the mineral 
resources of a section or to suggest 
trustworthy plans for their develop- 
ment, 

It is a notable fact that states 
leading in the development of their 
mineral resources are those which are 
well ad..nced in  topographie map 
work, In the southern states, Ala- 
bama appropriates $10.000 annually, 
rennessee $16,000 and Kentucky $74.- 
000, while Georgia has no appropria- 
tion whatever for this important work. 


Georgia can never hope to attain a 


maxin.um development of her mineral 
resources until supplied with acern- 
rate topographic maps. Undoubtedly 
the state is at the eve of a great 
development. but such development 
can be made more rapidly and e¢on- 
structively if the resources are cata- 
logued and mapped.

:: PLANS FOR AERIAL SURVEY INTEREST AVIATOR :: 


By Lindy, Gives Him New Job 


Santa Fe, N. M., July 30.—(#)— 
Discovery of a lost city of Maya while 
flying over a Yucatan jungle in Cen- 


tral America on “goad will” business 
for Uncle Sam gave Colonel Charles 
A. Lindbergh an interest in the devel 
opment of archaeological research from 
the air which keeps him busily occu- 
pied when he has a few free moments. 

The story of Colonel Lindbergh's 
interest in such air photography is one 
which has been gradually assembled 
and verified since his visit to Santa 
Fe recently, although he has declined 
to discuss the subject or say anything 
about his photographic activities for 
publication. 

It was almost a year ago that the 
“Tone Eagle” found that he could find 
out more about jungles by flying over 
them than could anyone by trekking 
through them. 

Soaring over a Yucatan jungle 
afternoon he noted below what = ap- 
peared to be an abandoned city. His 
curiosity aroused he turned back and 
several times flew over the pile of 
ruins. He took his bearings and jotted 
notes on perhaps an envelope and 
he had the location of a lost city of 
the Mayas. 

Retain Reticence. 
Archaeologists are ever quite 


one 


ticent with announcements and Colonel 
Lindbergh has had all of the publicity 
he cares for, so no announcement was 
ever made that the flying colonel had 
made the first discovery of an arch- 
aeologvieal site in thé Americas from 
the air. 

Led by his discovery te consider 


the possibility of the airplane as an 
agency for archaeological exploration, 
Colonel Lindbergh consulted Dr. J. 
C. Merriam, who as president of the 
Carnegie Institution of Washington, 
directs important excavations in Mexi- 
co and Guatemala. 

Colonel Lindbergh advised the in- 
stitution regarding the most efficient 
methods fer aerial surveys and -trans- 
portation in the tropics, and at Dr. 
Merriam’s suggestion agreed to photo- 
graph, when in Arizona and New Mex* 
ico, certain Joecalities known to con- 
tain ancient Vueblo ruins as well as 
areas at present unexplored.

Even at this early stage of the in- 
vestigation the value of the work is 
obvious. It permits the mapping of 
unknown = sites, discovery of new 
places, and an accurate method of de- 
termining the best means of reaching 
such places with excavation parties to 
carry on the work.

‘Today the com- 
pany is well along the road to re- 
covery of its old-time prestige as one 
of New England’s prime investments.

The corn crop in the county is 
not as good as usual, the bulk of the 
crop having been planted late and the 
ry weather of the last twe weeks has 
caused considerable damage.
